Climbing plants 


gardens, especially the small garden. The 
range is so varied that kinds can be chosen 


to suit all gardens. 


In the depth of winter the yellow jasmine and 
the climber Lorraine Lee Rose add colour to the 


garden. 

In spring there-is the wistaria 
and clematis. ' 

In summer the bright bougain- 
villea and tecomas continue on 
the show. 

Following on to the autumn 
with the vines and the virginian 
creepers. 

The soil for climbers needs to 
be similar to that of all shrubs 
and trees. Climbers can be 
planted at any time of the year: 
The better time to plant as with 
most shrubs and trees would 
be carly spring. This gives the 
plants a chance to be established 
before the winter comes along. 

The following are good types 
of ‘climbing plants for this area: 

Bougainville: strong growing 
plant, leves a hot sunny position, 
flowers brilliant magenta-purple, 
needs to be pruned in early 
spring to keep it down to a re- 
spectable size: 

Lantana: evergreen climber, 
very useful for covering banks 
or low walls, matve flowers for 
most of year: 

Thunbercia: this requires a 
well-drained position in full sun, 
a light growing climber to about 
6ft., the flowers are a deep 
-orange, almost throughout the 


year; 

One of the best known climber 
the Wisteria, a decidious strong 
growing plant, will cover a great 
area so long as the support is 
there for it to cling to, will grow 
almost anywhere; 

Wisteria Sinensus: the well- 
known Chinese wisteria, very 
fragrant purple flowers, hanging 
down about 2ft. in length; 

Clematis: this decidious clim- 
ber very quick grower, needs a 
cool position for the roots and 
plenty of space to spread above 
into the full sun, has pure white 
flowers in profusion in spring. 
Lime should be applied from 
time to time as the clematis does 
not like acid soil. 

Climbing plants need pruning 
regularly. The best time for 
pruning most varieties of clim- 
bers would be after the flowering 
period. Avoid the commbn mis- 
take of removing flowering shoots 
before the climber has a chance 
to flower.

Tour 


A wonderful opportunity to examine 
at first hand all aspects of a farming com- 
munity was fully availed of by senior 
scholars: of the Armstrong-st. Primary 
School, Laverton, when they recently 
spent a week at Warracknabeal. 

A party of 83 children from Grades 5 and 6 


accompanied by three teachers, travelled by bus to 
Warracknabeal on Monday, June 31. 


On arrival after-a brief wel- 
come the children were immedi- 
ately taken to the home of their 
hosts with whom they were bil- 
feted for the week. 

The week's program was com- 
pletely organised. On Tuesday, 
in a tour of the town, they saw 
all the main points of interest, 
including the old-time log cabin 
type gaol with its iron barred 
door and window. . 

Groups visited Roll's foundry 
where cabins for tractors are 
made and sent all over Aus- 
tralia. Here was seen the vari- 
ous types of machinery for 
handling the steel in operation. 
They were astounded at the size 
of the wheat silos when taken 
inside one. Later they were 
shown new modern farm equip- 
ment nearby. One cultivator 
had a span of 45ft. 

In the afternoon the party 
visited the machinery display 
at the showgrounds where there 
is a collection of old type trac- 
tors, wagons, carts and farm 
machinery in very good condi- 
tion and in working order. A 
historical display of household 
articles in the Mechanics In- 
stitute, the printing office of the 


Warracknabeal ‘Herald’ and 
the town shopping centre were 
all toured. 


On Wednesday in two groups 
the party visited two different 
farms, one at Aubrey and one 
at Werrigar, where they saw 
at first hand the farm machinery 
used today, farm animals, the 
various buildings, dams and 
water channels. Shown clearly 
was the pattern of working the 
crops in rotation—wheat crops, 
stubble fallow and then a worked 
fallow in preparation for the 
wheat. 

The boys actually saw a sheep 
shorn and also a skeleton of a 
sheep which had been assembled 
by Brian Hewitt, the son of the 
farmer.
